London, May 4.- Three Norwegian, 
one Swedish and two trawlers were 
added to the long list of neutral aud 
belligerent vessels sent to the bottom 
by the German submarines on tile sec­ 
ond day of their resumption of activ­ 
ity iii their warfare against shipping 
in British waters. 
Tile Norwegian vessels sunk are the 
Lalia, tile America and tile Baldwin, 
while 
the 
Swedish steamer Lithia 
went to the bottom in three minutes 
after being struck by a German tor­ 
pedo. 
Ail of these1 vessels were sunk in 
tile North sea, but all of Hie members 
of the crews ol the ships sunk were 
saved. 
The Norwegian steamship America 
was torpedoed iii Hie North sea on 
Saturday. The vessel sank within two 
hours. The c rew of the America, con­ 
sisting of thirty-nine men, was picked 
up thirteen hours later b> the Nor­ 
wegian mail boat Sterling and was 
landed at New Castle. Tile America 
left Sunderland on Saturday morning 
for Bergen. 
Tile Norwegian 
steamer 
Baldwin 
was sunk by a German submarine in 
the North sea on Sunday. The mem­ 
bers of the crew, numbering seven­ 
teen men, were allowed to take to 
their boats. They landed at Leith. 
Nine shots were tired into Hie Bald­ 
win before she went down. 
The Norwegian steamer l.aiiu was 
sunk in tile North seu on Friday by 
a German submarine. Her crew was 
landed ut Copenhagen by the steamer 
Anna, which 
witnessed tile sinking, 
ami ut the request of the commander 
of Hie German submarine took tile 
crew of tin* (.alia on hoard. 
The Exchange Telegraph company 
lias received a dispatch from its cor­ 
respondent at Copenhagen saying that 
the Swedish steamer Klltda, timber 
laden, from ilelaiughorg for Hull, lias 
been torpedoed iii Hie North sea by a 
German submarine. She went to Hie 
bottom in less than three minutes. 
The sixteen men and two women on 
board the vessel barely had time to 
make their escape iii oue of the small 
boats. 
Atter cruising about for two 
hours they were picked up by a Dan­ 
ish schooner and lunded at l.emvig, 
Denmark. 
Trawlers making port declare that 
a Uerinun submarine sunk two trawl­ 
ers within ttlty miles of Aberdeen on 
Sunday. The crews of the two vessels 
were s u e «*sstul in escaping in t heir 
small boats and reached Aberdeen. 
It would appear as though the sub­ 
marine ran amuck among tile Aber­ 
deen fishing beet, in addition to send­ 
ing two to the bottom it chased three 
other trawlers for twenty miles. 
A 
patrol boat was then seen approach­ 
ing, whereupon Hie submarine sub­ 
merged. 


Washington, May 4.— Such advices 
as have come to the l ulled States 
government through official and unotti- 
cial channels w Itll iii the past few days 
indicate 
that 
Italy’s 
preparations 
c learly tend to lier participation in the 
war at an early date. 
Aside from tier extensive military 
preparations and orders for war sup 
plies, the expected public appearance 
of King Vie tor Emmanuel at the Gari­ 
baldi celebration in Home tomorrow 
is looked upon there as of much sig­ 
nificance, and demonstrations then in 
favor of war would not be* surprising.
